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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 15-37 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Albert or 
Bastoli et al for reasons of record. In addition note that that the water-soluble foamed polymer of 
Albert can contain particles of active ingredients called for in the instant case ( col 4 lines 11-18 
and col. 6 EXAMPLE 5). Also note that Bastoh et al includes microcapsules containing for 
example active ingredients such as flame retardants contained in the water soluble foams 
disclosed in BastioU et al, lines 28 thru 61 of col.5. Note that claim 42 having been cancelled 
renders applicants' argument moot. 

3. It still deemed that the claimed composition can be made by the processes of the 
references since the foamable polymers of the references would have the claimed characteristics 
when foamed.

(1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining obviousness under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art.

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating obviousness 
or nonobviousness.
